Tue Toronto Retail Hardware Association, one of 
the most flourishing retail associations in Canada, has 
a very effective system for investigating abuses. It 
provides, in its constitution, that: 

“An Investigating Committee of three members 
shall be elected annually. It shall be the duty of this 
committee to secure and investigate all complaints, pro- 
vided such complaints are made in writing and signed 
by the party or parties aggrieved, and that such be ac- 
companied by affidavits or other evidence to’ form a 
proper basis of complaint or source of investigation. 
They shall endeavor to adjust amicably all such griev- 
ances or complaints, and, if unsuccessful, shall bring 
the matter before the Executive Committee for action.” 

The idea of requiring affidavits is an excellent one. 
Several secretaries of hardware associations in this 
country can tell of detailed correspondence with mem- 
bers who had a grievance, but were very careless in 
acquainting the association officials with the necessary 
data for filing a satisfactory complaint. 








ExPorts from the United States in the fiscal year 
1901, now about to end, will probably reach $1,500,- 
000,000, the highest point ever recorded for a single 
year in the history of our export trade. For the eleven 
months ending with May, 1901, the total exports were 
$1,385,013,595, being double those of the corresponding 
period of 1889, and $100,000,000 in excess of the total 
for the eleven months of last year, which broke all 
previous records. Taking the commerce of the eleven 
months ending with May of various years as the basis 
of comparison, the figures of the Treasury Bureau of 
Statistics show that during the period under review our 
exports in 1889 amounted to $694,133,804; in 1894, 
to $834,636,085; in 1899, to $1,130,629,075; in 1900, 
to $1,285,831,125, and in the present year, as already 
stated, $1,385,013,595 ; while for the full fiscal year our 
total exports give promise of exceeding one and a half 
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billion dollars, as the eleven months’ figures only fall 
$115,000,000 short of that amount, and the monthly 


exportation of merchandise from the United States has 
exceeded $120,000,000 since March 1 of this year. 





A GLANCE at the technical press shows that there is 
a revival of the keen interest in peat, which bubbled up 
quite strongly about 1894 and then subsided. It cannot 
be denied, as one paper says, that “no natural product of 
the earth has been so much neglected and so little es- 
teemed as peat; yet it contains a mine of wealth for

ability as material for fuel, it is of particular interest 


those who can appreciate its possibilities. 


now when the price of coal is so high in both hemis- 
pheres. It seems timely, therefore, to direct attention 
to this product, which exists in vast deposits throughout 
the temperate zone, the beds ranging from 10 feet to 
40 feet in depth, promising an available supply for many 
years to come. Although, as yet, peat cannot success- 
fully compete as a fuel with anthracite coal, since in 
proportion to its heating value it is of great bulk, and 
hence makes transportation dearer; nevertheless, with 
the necessity of making practical use of it, invention can 
not fail to be stimulated. The problem of so saturat- 
ing and compressing it into bricks as to make it replace 
anthracite coal for household and industrial purposes 
can, without doubt, be solved eventually. Machines 
have already been constructed, by means of which this 
valuable product can be mined with facility, and peat 
been put to a variety of industrial uses.”

As Henry hobbles around his bed-room 
he eagerly grabs every paper that comes and reads the 
advertisements of cures for rheumatism with avidity. 
These same advertisements that he peruses so diligently 
today appeared in the same papers prior to Henry’s 
disastrous Marsh Lake excursion, but he never glanced 
at them at all. 


Every salesman calling on the Ohio trade has tried 
to sell old Hiram McCorkle a nice bill of stove goods, 
but the liquid and other fascinations presented by Tom 
Buffy salesman for the Surething Stove Co. have been 
so potent that up until last Thursday McCorkle swore 
that Buffy was the only mat ‘e would ever buy goods 
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from. On that day Buffy, so to speak, killed the goose 
that was laying him golden eggs, by being too arrogant 
with his customer, and McCorkle swore he would never 
buy another dollar’s worth of goods from him as long as 
he lived. McCorkle then picked up a stove trade paper 
and wrote letters of inquiry to a dozen stove manufac- 
turers, whose advertisements he saw therein, asking if 
their representatives would kindly call. Now these 
same stove advertisements had appeared in this same 
paper two months before, but it was not until he took 
out a divorce from Buffy that he looked up these adver- 
tisements. It is true there are not many men like Mc- 
Corkle in the business, but there are a few of them, just 
the same. 


The other day a big manufacturing concern stopped 
making a small hardware specialty, let us say it was a 
lemon-squeezer, as they intended to devote their entire 
attention in the future to the manufacture of gaskets. 
Now John E. Potwoddle was one of the 400 retail 
dealers who had been selling this lemon-squeezer with 
moderate success. It is true Mr. Potwoddle had looked 
over the advertisements of lemon-squeezers in the trade 
press, and while he had been on the point of writing to 
some other house for a sample several times, he had not 
done so, concluding that the one he was handling was 
good enough for him, but when this was taken out of 
the market he read lemon squeezer advertisements with a 
deep, renewed interest, and, after some correspondence, 
sent in a nice order for a popular brand. 


John Broad, the Wapota hardware dealer, is a 
bright young fellow who has been in business two years. 
He is not buying any great quantity of lawn mowers, 
though, as when he first started in he was foolishly per- 
suaded to buy a carload lot of decidedly mediocre lawn 
mowers. He has long since repented this bad bargain, 
but he still has a lot of those lawn mowers on hand, 
and while he would like to invest in some new mower, 
with all the latest wrinkles, it will be some months yet 
before he feels he is in a position to invest any more 
money in lawn mowers. When that time comes he will 
take more interest in lawn mower ads than he does today. 


You saw that item last March, didn’t you, to the ef- 
fect that the Cathode Ray Mfg. Co. had decided to move 
their extensive factory from Detroit, Mich., to Quiet- 
town, Ind.? As a result of this removal Quiettown is 
having the greatest boom it ever knew. Mooter & Phriff, 
the old-established Quiettown hardware dealers, are ex- 
periencing a wonderfully acute and unprecedented de- 
mand for builders’ hardware. Henry Phriff, who was in 
Chicago the other day, told me that they sold more 
locks, nails, knobs, hinges and similar goods in April 
and May last than they sold during the preceding de- 
cade. This condition, of course, makes the members of 
this firm a great deal keener readers of advertisements 
of builders’ hardware than they were last February. 


The moral of these various tales would seem to be 












that keeping everlastingly at it is the only road to suc- 
cess as an advertiser.

I was looking through a hardware jobber’s cata- 
logue for 1875 the other day, and was struck by the 
great advance that has been made in the production of 
artistic goods. Table cutlery and wrought iron fences, 
door knobs and metal furniture decorations show a 
finish today that was not attempted till within the 
last decade. In this old catalogue the quality of metal 
was the one point urged. There were a few conventional 
designs used and everything was cast in these same 
forms. There was little or no attempt to adopt new and 
individual designs. Now there is hardly an ugly piece 
of metal in the entire stock of a hardware dealer. Even 
the hinges and locks of the ordinary doors are curved 
and patterned after some artistic if conventional form. 
In brass or iron the attempt is made to make the articles 
of artistic as well as utilitarian importance. The de- 
signs in door knobs, door knockers, locks and bells are 
almost endless, but the older, conventional ones are 
gradually giving way to the newer and more expressive 
products of the designers. Builders’ hardware is now 
selected that will harmonize with ideas that have been 
expressed in wood and wall-paper decoration. Instead 
of detracting from the woodwork and decorative effect, 
artistic hardware adds greatly to it. 

I compared the table cutlery of today and that of a 
generation back, as shown in this old catalogue. I 
was surprised at two things. One is the greater variety 
of articles in common use, and the second is the artistic 
and sometimes ornate decoration and design bestowed 
upon the handles and blades. For the most part all 
this decoration is of an artistic order, and not mere 
coarse lines and curves woven and interwoven in a 
meaningless pattern. The designer has had a definite 
idea and motive in mind, and this has been successfully 
carried through all his work. Sometimes the first im- 
pression may seem confused, and the ornamentation 
crude, but a little study will tell a different story. It 
will be seen that beneath the lines and curves there is 
some central idea which gives a new value to the table 
cutlery, whether made of silver or steel. 

Frequently in country houses artistic iron fences, 
gates, doors and window bars are all designed after 
plans sketched out by the architect. In many of the 
residences of our wealthier citizens the wrought iron 
fences and portals are as elaborate and delicate in de- 
sign as any Rookwood vase. From the old-fashioned 
heavy knockers on the door to the wrought-iron roof 
and barred windows there is a similarity of design which 
shows that a central idea is carried into every detail. 
The iron, bronze and silvered metals form the base and 
framework of windows, panels, plate-glass doors, lan- 
terns, court-yard vases and urns, and even stairways 
and ceilings. All this metal work is intended to con- 
vey the impression of massiveness and solidity, linked 
with art and gracefulness of form and outline. The 
silver bolted doors and ornate iron entrance and fire- 
place are intended to lighten the effect of dark wood- 
work, producing an effect in combination that wood or 
metal alone could not show.

CREDIT MEN MEET. 


The National Association of Credit Men, at their 
meeting held last week, elected E. A. Young, St. Paul, 
president; J. Harry Trejoe, Baltimore, vice president, 
and W. A. Prendergast, New York, secretary and treas- 
urer. Louisville was selected as the next meeting place 
of the association. Among the resolutions passed by this 
association were the following: 

Resolved, That it is the judgment of the National 
Association of Credit Men that the efficacy of trade in- 
formation through commercial agency sources will be 
largely promoted if the agencies will inquire of their 
subscribers at least twice a year regarding the paying 
qualities and desirability as credit risks of all concerns 
upon whom those subscribers have asked reports, and 
that the results of such investigation be made a part of 
the regular reports issued by the agencies. 

Resolved, That the board of directors of the Na- 
tional Association of Credit Men be authorized to select 
a reliable attorney at the county seat of every county in 
the United States, to act as an investigator. of records, 
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who shall be under contract and bond to furnish infor- 
mation to members of the association, of a reliable char- 
acter, and at a nominal fixed charge, such information 
to be furnished upon uniform blanks, to be of such form 
and contain such data as the board of directors shall de- 
termine. 

Resolved, That the committee on credit department 
methods be instructed to formulate a simple plan of 
bookkeeping for the use of the owners of retail stores, 
and that the members of the association be requested to 
distribute copies of this plan among their customers, 
and secure its adoption through that means.

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CARE OF A TINNERS’ FIRE POT.

LESS HORRIFYING THAN PAINTED. 

No doubt many of the readers of THE AMERICAN 
ARTISAN have read reports of alleged gasolene explosions 
in'which much damage is done, and one would expect, if 
a visit was paid to the spot or place where the explosion 
occurred, to find a wreck covering acres of ground. On 
the contrary, in the majority of cases, little or no damage 
was done, and the fire pot or torch you expected to find 
in fragments is usually all there, possibly being used ; 
or, at the worst, all the damage done is that the seams of 
the tank may be unsoldered by heat. 

THE RESULT OF CARELESSNESS. 
the cause of 
Many time> 
the burner is opened to fill the drip cup, the gasolene 
lighted, and the user walks away leaving the gasolene 
running. The result is that the gasolene will run faster 
than it burns, and if attention is not given it will 
overflow the drip cup, run down over the tank onto the 
floor or bench, making a big blaze. About this time the 
careless user puts in an appearance and immediately 
decides that the fire pot has exploded. Now the danger

without singeing a hair) the gasolene will stop running 
and what little there is out burns up quickly and little 
damage will be done. 
MISPLACED HEROISM. 
If, however, the user gets heroic and proceeds to 
throw the fire outdoors, he usually succeeds in getting 
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a good burn—as the gasolene will probably get on his 
clothes. In many cases, if the fire was left alone all 
the damage it would do would be to unsolder- all the 
seams of the tank and burn up the gasolene. Should 
it happen that anything inflammable was directly over 
the flame and close to it, no doubt it would burn; 
otherwise about all the damage done would be from the 
smoke, as gasolene don’t burn down and won’t set fire to 
a flat surface on which it is burning. 


A TIMID USER. 


The average user of a fire pot or torch is afraid 
of it, and don’t understand the principles on which it is 
made, and if for any reason it don’t work just as they 
think it should it is thrown outdoors or into the scrap, 
and that particular make is condemned and a different 
one ordered. All that is necessary to get good service 
out of a gasolene fire is to treat it right. 


DON’T HIT IT WITH AN AXE. 

It is impossible to make a gasolene fire pot or torch 
that will do first-class work for years without any atten- 
tion. Even a wheelbarrow needs oiling occasionally, or 
you will hear from it. 

There is no mystery about building gasolene fires ; 
they all work on the same principle, although it may 
be applied a little differently. 


CONSTRUCTION OF FIRE POT TANKS. 


The tanks for all gasolene fire pots or torches are 
made to hold the gasolene, and must be constructed 20 
that they will hold an air pressure, as air is used to 
force the gasolene up to the burner. If the tank leaks 
air the fire will not work good and it will be necessary 
to pump it up often. The tanks are usually supplied 
with an opening for filling; some kind of pump or bulb 
for putting in the air pressure, and a supply pipe that 
carries gasolene from the bottom of the tank to the 
burner. When the fire pot or torch is right side up, the 
air pressure forces the gasolene up this supply pipe 
to feed the burner. If the air pressure escapes, the 
gasolene will gradually fall back out of the pipe and 
the fire will go out. Remember that with nearly all 
burners the heavier the air pressure is the better the 
fire will be. 

THE BURNER. 

Now about the burner. All gasolene burners de- 
pend upon heat to make the gas they burn. It is there- 
fore necessary to heat the burner first when starting 1 
fire. This is usually done by burning gasolene in the 
drip cup provided for that purpose. The burner on 
any gasolene fire gets dirty from sediment formed )y 
heating gasolene, and if this sediment is not removed 
the veins of the burner gradually fill up and finally the 
burner won’t work. Nearly all burners are fitted with 
clean out plugs so that they may be easily cleaned. 

Examine your fire pot or torch carefully; try to 
understand how it is made and the object in having 
everything just as it is; don’t be afraid of it. 

IF YOUR FIRE POT OR TORCH DON’T WORK. 

First see that the tank is nearly full of gasolene and 

then screw the filler plug tight. If the washer is old or 


worn replace with new made of leather, (never use rub- 
ber) or if leather is not handy take a piece of cotton 
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string and soap it, using the soap as you would wax in 
waxing a thread. Then wind the string to the right so 
that when the plug is screwed to place it will tighten 
the string. See that there is no leak around the pump 
collar; if this washer is old renew as described above. 
Now see that the pump works right. Al air pumps need 
oiling often as they heat in use and this dries the cup 
leathers. A dry cup leather means a poor pump; there- 
fore oil pump often. A few drops at a time and often 
will make a pump last many years. After pumping in 
a good heavy pressure of air, and before trying to light 
the fire, turn it upside down; this brings the gasolene 
in the top part of the tank, and should there be a leak 
you will soon find it. If it leaks repair it. A 
leaky tank means a poor fire. If the tank is tight 
turn the fire right side up, and if the burner is mounted 
on a swivel, see that it is in position so that the gasolene 
will fill the drip cup and also stand in the iron plate 
under the flat part of the burner. If the burner is rigid 
it will be in the right shape. 


FILLING THE DRIP CUP. 


To fill the drip cup open needle point slightly and 
when full close the needle point. Light with match and 
let burn out, then open needle point. Light with match 
and let burn out, then open needle a little and light 
again, letting it burn low until burner is thoroughly hot. 
Then you should have a good flame that will do good 
work. If the burner smokes or does not give a blast 
when the tank is tight and the air pressure good, it will 
indicate that the burner is dirty and needs cleaning. 
To do this, take the burner and swivel off the fire pot 
and take out all clean out plugs. (If they stick tap them 
lightly with a hammer and they will unscrew easily.) 


After forcing out all dirt with a fine wire wash the- 


burner in gasolene; soap the plugs and screw them to 
place. Don’t take the swivel apart. Remove the wire 
strainer cloth from little end of swivel, (the best 
way to do this is with a small drill) and 
replace it with new made of No. 60 strainer cloth rolled 
up tight and forced into the hole. This keeps out lint 
and dirt, saves cleaning burner as often as would be 
necessary if it were not used, and it also helps vaporize 
the gasolene. 
TANK MUST BE AIR TIGHT. 


/ 


Remember the gasolene tank must be air tight; 
the filler plug and pump must be screwed down so air 
does not escape; the pump must be oiled often and a 
good pressure of air put in the tank; the burner must 
be kept clean. Use leather or cotton string for washers. 
Don’t use rubber—gasolene dissolves it. Use 74 
degrees stove gasolene and be sure that the measures 
or cans in which it is handled are used for nothing else. 
A teaspoonful of kerosene, or any otl or paint, would 
ruin a gallon of gasolene, as it would quickly clog 
burners.

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OUR EXPORT TRADE IN TIN PLATES. 


American manufacturers of tin plate are making 
rapid gains in their attempt to enter the foreign mar- 
kets of the world. To be sure, their exports are yet small 
as compared with the domestic demand which they are 
meeting, but they are again reducing the imports, which 
temporarily increased in 1900 under the excessive de- 
mand and extremely high price of materials, and are 
at the same time increasing their exports in a manner 
which proves interesting to those who have watched the 
development of this comparatively new industry in the 
United States. The figures of the Treasury Bureau of 
Statistics show that the exports of tin plates from the 
United States, which in the ten months ending with 
April, 1899, amounted to only 183,955 pounds, and in 
the ten months ending with April, 1900, to 275,990 
pounds, were, in the ten months ending’ with April, 
1901, 1,306,100 pounds. In imports of tin plates the 
figures for the ten months show a material decrease as 
compared with the quantity imported during the same 
period of the preceding fiscal year, being 98,609,722 
pounds, as compared with 123,598,773 pounds for the 
ten months’ period of last year: 

Our total exportations of tin plate in the fiscal year 
1901 seem likely to be from eight to ten times those of 
1899, while the importations of tin plates into the 
United States promise to be little more than one-tenth 
those of 1891, the year of the largest importation of tin 
plates into the United States, and but about one-fifth of 
the average annual importation during the five years 
prior to the establishment of the tin plate industry in 
the United States. 

The record of tin plate prices during the past two 
years shows a remarkable fluctuation, largely due to the 
unusually high price of material in 1900. Quotations 
for tin plates furnished to the treasury bureau of statis- 
tics show the price per box of 100 pounds of tin plates 
of Bessemer steel in New York in April, 1901, as $4.20, 
the uniform price since January 1, 1901; in January, 
1900, the price was $5.50, while in January, 1898, it was 
$3.80. Meantime the priceof Straits tin used in manufac- 
ture of tin plate has increased from 13.82¢ per pound in 
January, 1898, to 34.62c¢ in July, 1900, and thence down- 
ward to 26.2c on April 19, 1901, and again advancing 
to 28.15¢ én June 1, 1901; while steel billets increased in 
price from $15 per ton in January, 1898, to $35 per ton in 
January, 1900, since which date the price has fluctuated 
considerably, finally becoming practically stationary at 
$28 per ton in March, 1901. 

The following table, from the annual report of the 
American Iron & Steel Association, shows the production 
of tin plates and terne plates in the United States dur- 
ing each calendar year from 1892 to 1900:

ADVANTAGES OF TIN ROOFING. 








ROOF IS ESSENTIAL PART OF HOUSE. 

Every one is more or less anxious to live under his 
own roof, but in spite of this desire most people in 
planning their houses pay less attention to the kind of 
roof that is to cover them, than to any other part of the 
house. This should not be. The roof is a very essential 
part of the house. It is the top, the cover, the pro- 
tector of the rest of the building. It is far more exposed 
than the walls. When the roof is damaged, all the other 
parts are more or less affected, hence the advice, “Look 
well to the roof in erecting the house,” cannot be too 
strongly impressed on the builder. 

ROOFING TIN IS PRACTICALLY IMPERVIOUS. 

When constructing the roof of a building the ma- 
terial used should always be of the best quality and of 
the most serviceable kind. Terne plates (roofing tin), 
of good trustworthy quality, are the ideal roofing mater- 
ial, embodying all the characteristics that are requisite 
for a perfect roof covering. Roofing tin is practically 
impervious to all the external and internal attacks to 
which’a roof is exposed. Roofing tin will not freeze in 
cold weather, it will not get soft in the hot sun. lt 
withstands the destructive ravages of a storm. It is 
noncombustible. The licking flames of a conflagration 
cannot feed on it. Roofing tin is light in weight and 
therefore adapted equally well for stone, brick or frame 
buildings. It does not absorb dampness. It will not 
break if a stone or the limb of a tree falls upon it. It is 
suitable for roofing under all possible conditions and 
from the flat to the steepest pitched roof. The greater 
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safety of a tin roof is well proved by the fact that the 
insurance rates on buildings covered with tin are less 
than on buildings covered with any other material. 
None of the many other materials which are offered for 
roofing purposes possess the universal advantage of tin 
roofing ; the inflammable wooden shingle, the heavy and 
porous tile, the breakable slate, the dangerous paper, 
and the cheap gravel all possess disadvantages which are 
fully overcome by terne plates of good quality. A large 
majority of architects and builders strongly favor terne 
plates (roofing tin) as the best material for roofing, pro- 
vided that they can be assured that the quality is first 
class and that good workmanship is employed in the 
construction. 
CONDITIONS HAVE CHANGED. 

With the establishment of the fact that a roof con- 
structed of good terne plates is far superior to any other 
kind of roof, it must, nevertheless, not be overlooked 
that even a tin roof may, under certain circumstances, 
prove to be a bad one. There are two causes which may 
produce such a result; either the terne plates were bad, 
or the workmanship in laying the roof was not good. 
Some years ago, when a craze for cheap material had 
taken hold of the people, it was not unusual for large 
quantities of the most inferior material to be dumped on 
the market and used for roofing in order to reduce the 
cost. The evil results of this craze have made them- 
selves apparent. The cheaply constructed roofs are 
decaying by reason of the false economy practiced in 
their construction. Proof is furnished that material 
higher in price and first class in quality would have been 
the cheapest. Fortunately conditions have changed 
again. The general prosperity of the country and the 
practical spirit which is animating the American public 
is now more than ever manifesting itself and the general 
demand is for materials of the highest grade. 


FIRST PRIZE TO AMERICAN GOODS. 

The American tin plate manufacturers, who in the 
short space of ten years have succeeded in building up 
a tin plate industry as large as, or even larger, than that 
of any other country in the world, are ever anxious to 
satisfy the demands of the people. American products 
in this line are admitted to be the most excellent the 
world over, which fact was recognized by the Inter- 
national Board of Judges of the “Exposition Univer- 
selle” at Paris, when they awarded to American tin and 
terne plates the first prize. 

A SPECIAL STUDY OF ROOFING PLATE BUSINESS, 

Anyone who desires to have a perfect roof can obtain 
it if he but goes to the trouble of making sure that he 
gets the proper quality of material, put down by experi- 
enced workmen. The American tin plate manufacturers, 
with their unequalled facilities in their vast resources 
and the best obtainable skill in the manufacture of terne 
plates at their command, have made a special study of 
the roofing plate branch of the business. The result is 
that today American tin plates stand preeminent. Dif- 
ferent qualities of terne plates may be used in different 
districts. A quality of roofing plate suitable for one 
district may be totally unadapted for another district. 
But to meet all conditions terne plates are made today 
that will stand any climate. For a standing seam roof 
a poorer quality may be used than for a flat seam roof, 
but observing the truism that the best is the cheapest in 
the end, none but the best qualities should be used in all 
cases and, if this rule were adopted universally, all 
objections and prejudices which may exist in some 
localities against tin roofing would soon disappear. 


BAD WORKMANSHIP. 

Roofs made from good plates, however, may be 
spoiled by bad workmanship. To guard against this a 
few hints are given here, the observance of which is of 
the utmost importance in the proper construction of a 
tin roof. 
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FLAT SEAM ROOFS. 

Roofs with less than one-third pitch are made with 
flat seams, and should preferably be covered with 14x29 
sheets of roofing tin rather than with 20x28 sheets, 
because the larger number of seams stiffens the surface 
and helps to prevent buckles and rattling in stormy 
weather. For flat seam roofs one inch barbed and tinned 
roofing nails should be used, not over six inches apart, 
well under the edge. The nails must never be exposed. 

STEEP TIN ROOFS. 

Steep tin roofs should be made with standing seams, 
and from sheets 20x28 inches, fastened down with 
cleats, not over two feet apart. One end of the cleat is 
folded into the seam and the other nailed down. Nails 
should be driven in the cleats only. 

LESSER COATING PERMISSIBLE ON STEEP ROOFS. 

While it is always cheapest to use the best material, 
a lesser coating is permissable on steep standing seam 
roofs than for flat seam roofs with small pitch. IC roof- 
ing plates, in which the iron body weighs about 50 
pounds per 100 square feet, are more suitable than IX 
plates, which weigh about 6214 pounds per square foot, 
because the seams in the lighter plates will not suffer as 
much from contraction and expansion as the thicker 
plates. The amount of terne coating on the lighter 
sheets should in all cases be fully as heavy as on the 
heavier plates. : 

For spouts, valleys and gutters heavily coated IX 
plates should always be used. 

THE USE OF ACID. 

The use of acid in soldering seams in a tin roof is 
to be carefully avoided; acid coming in contact with the 
bare iron on the cut edges and corners where the sheets 
are folded and seamed together will cause rusting. No 
other soldering flux than good rosin should be used. 

ROOF SHOULD BE CLEANED. 

Every roof should be carefully cleaned and all rosin 
spots and detrimental substances should be removed as 
the tinners’ work is being finished. Lumps of rosin left 
on the roof will melt in the sun, stick to the roof, cause 
blisters in the paint, and prevent it from adhering. 

For valleys, spouts and gutters of a tin roof no 
other metal than terne plates should be used, because 
the galvanic action produced by different metals coming 
in contact with each other will cause disintegration 
under atmospheric influences. 

The sheeting boards underlying the roofing tin 
should be put close together. The wood should be well 
seasoned, dry, and all knots should be culled out. It is 
also advisable to cover the boards with good building 
paper before the tin is laid on. When no paper is used 
the tin must, in all cases, be painted before it is laid and 
fastened on the roof. The outside should receive two 
coats of paint as soon as the roof is finished. 

To make tin roofs last for generations they should 
be repainted every three to five years with good iron 
oxide and linseed oil paint, while the frequency of the 
intervals will depend largely on the climatic conditions 
of the country.—Tin and Terne.

Germany’s total imports from the four countries 
mentioned amounts to more than her imports from 
all the rest of the world, while her exports to these 
countries represent less than 50 per cent of her total 
export trade. The value of the exports to Russia ia 
1900 was considerably less than it was in the preceding 
year, being exceeded for 1900 by the value of the exports 
(amounting to $94,216,584) to the Netherlands. The 
United States is again at the head of the list as regards 
imports into Germany, the exports to that country, how- 
ever, being, less than 50 per cent of the exports to Great 
Britain, putting the United States again in the second 
place as regards the total volume of foreign commerce. 
During the year 1900 both the import and export of 
precious metals decreased. Germany’s trade with all 
her colonies and protectorates, with the Philippines, 
with nearly all the South American countries (except 
Chili) and with Mexico increased materially in 1900.
